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Contemplative Prayer 



Reverend Jesse and Mrs. Myers 
from First Christian Bryan/College 
Station were involved in a hit and 
run collision with an 18 wheeler in 
Oklahoma on their way to visit their 
grandson on March 17, 2011. Mrs. 
Myers sustained several injuries 
and will be going through therapy 
for six weeks after her release from 
the hospital. 

The following is an excerpt from 
Reverend Jesse's sermon to his 
congregation last Sunday. 

Do you feel like you're always ask- 
ing God for something? Try con- 
templative prayer and follow Rever- 
end Jesse's guidelines for preparing 
yourself to listen to God. Let God 
do the talking. 

Until March 17 I had tried to culti- 
vate that sense of dwelling in the 
presence of God without ever feel- 
ing I was really connecting. While 
putting together material on contem- 
plative prayer I learned something. 
Almost all 

the time we spend with God in 
prayer comes because we are ask- 



ing for something. That brings to 
mind my year old grandson. Like 
every little one he relates to those 
around him primarily in connection 
with his needs. With regard to God 
we are mostly like toddlers. We talk 
to God mostly when we want some- 
thing. Contemplative prayer is dif- 
ferent. It's not about asking for any- 
thing. It's a prayer without words. 
It's just offering love to God. The 
technique I discovered is simple. 
Before you begin place in your mind 
the feeling of love. Think of some 
moment when you have felt the feel- 
ing of pure love, and recapture that 
feeling. Then slowly and deliber- 
ately begin breathing deeply in and 
out, while mentally focusing on the 
word Father. As you do this focus 
that feeling of love on God without 
words and without asking God for 
anything. That is deeply worshipful, 
and in that ambulance I dwelt in the 
presence of God. Life is precious. 
God is good, and I have been given 
more grace than I need or deserve. 
Today I am in the presence of God 
and I don't want to waste any of the 
precious moments I am given.
